The two ledges extending the length of the channel walls have been neither shown nor described. The length of the channel walls as 
recited in the independent claims 1, 2 and 9 has no antecedent basis. The channel walls extend from one end to the other end but the 
shoulder starts a predetermined distance from the second end. Therefore, the shoulder or the ledges created by the shoulder could not 
extend the length of the channel walls. The applicant is not claiming the invention properly and claimed subject matter has been neither 
shown nor described. The amendment to Claim 1 cited by the applicant in his remarks on Page 5 was not received. 
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
